To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in 
the County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, 
in said New Castle, on Tuesday, the eighth day of 
March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers and 
others heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote in re- 
lation thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


3. To hear the report of the Budget Committee 
and to pass any vote in relation thereto. 


4. Toraise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
to make appropriation for the same. 


5. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to incur temporary loans in anticipation of taxes 
upon the credit of the town. 


6. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
on taxes paid within a limited time, and to fix the 
amount of such discount and the date or dates when 
the same shall be allowed. 


7. To see if the town will vote to establish a 
Planning Board pursuant to Chapter 55 of the Laws of 
1935 and amendments thereto. 
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8. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid 
for the permanent improvements of its highways and 
to make appropriation of the required sum of One 
thousand twenty-seven and one half dollars ($1027.50) 
therefor. 


9. To vote to choose and elect a delegate to the 
State Constitutional Convention to be held at Concord 
on May 11, 1938. 


10. To see if the town will vote to adopt rules 
and regulations for the use of the town hall by private 
persons. 


11. To see if the town will vote to sell and dis- 
pose of the so-called old town hall and upper school 
building. 


12. To see if the town will vote to construct an 
addition upon the fire station, so-called, for the use as 
a storeroom of property belonging to the several town 
departments. 


13. To see if the town will vote to celebrate the 
anniversary of New MHampshire’s ratification and 
adoption of the Federal Constitution as recommended 
by the New Hampshire Sesquicentennial Commission, 
and to make appropriation therefor. 


14. To see if the town will vote to join the New 
Hampshire Seacoast Regional Development Associ- 
ation and to make appropriation therefor. 


15. To see if the town will vote to remove the 
curtain from the stage in the town hall and restore and 
preserve the picture of the Fort Gate thereon in some 
suitable place. 


16. To see if the town will vote to limit and re- 
strict the use of the fire department pumping apparatus 
to fire fighting prevention and extinguishment only. 
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17. To see if the town will vote to modernize and 
improve the electric lighting facilities in the main audi- 
torium in the town hall. 


18. To see if the town will vote to place oil upon 
the swamps and lowlands of the town, and of private 
persons with their consent, for the purpose of mos- 
quito control, and to make appropriation therefor. 


19. To see if the town will vote to constitute and 
appoint a committee to act for the town in connection 
with any proposed use by the Federal Government of 
its property within the confines of the town. 


20. To see if the town will vote to establish a 
fund for the payment of damages awarded in the taking 
of any land upon the laying out or widening and 
straightening of any highway in the town. 


21. To transact any other business that may law- 
fully come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board of New Castle: 


I herewith present to you my eighth report as 
superintendent of your schools. 

Included in this report are the customary statis- 
tics. They are of value for showing the extent to 
which your pupils take advantage of the school oppor- 
tunity offered them by the town. The faithfulness 
with which the children attend the school sessions is 
regularly high. In fact, with the exception of the year 
1932-33 when there was so much illness, the percentage 
of attendance has, each year, been between 95 and 97. 
This is one of the best records in the state. The num- 
ber of tardinesses increased somewhat. This can be 
remedied, I am sure, during the current year. 

New Castle sent but one pupil to the seventh grade 
of Portsmouth last September. Grace Hamilton is do- 
ing good work there. In fact, her ranks are above the 
average. Our pupils in the other grades are doing uni- 
formly well, also. The two teachers, Miss Trefethen 
and Mrs. Wheeler are responsible for this. .They have 
developed a purposefully organized school community 
where pupils are happily busy. They have analyzed 
each pupil’s individual differences and accommodated 
their instruction to each. In this way each child is 
advanced from his own point of development rather 
than some point determined by forces outside of. him- 
self. 

The only problem presented by the New Castle 
schools is the unsatisfactory toilet arrangements. 
Cannot some such system as was placed in the former 
junior high school be installed in our present building? 
It might be well to consider a septic tank system such 
as is proving satisfactory in many schools situated as 
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ours is. It is effective, odorless and inexpensive to 
operate. Whatever plans are made should abolish the 
necessity of compelling little children to go out of 
doors. It would be well for the new toilets either to 
be connected directly with the building or to have a 
protected approach. May I urge upon you that this 
matter be considered at your school meeting? 

The progressive schools of the nation are attempt- 
ing to train children: from the earliest grades, in ac- 
curate observation and experiment. They are teaching 
the youngest pupils to use real information and accur- 
ate methods of thinking toward a better interpretation 
of their environment. Heretofore, this has been im- 
possible because no texts were available written in the 
limited vocabulary of the lower grades. All leading 
text book companies are now publishing such books. 
These establish an evenly advancing course in elemen- 
tary science subjects from the first grade through the 
eighth. The two functions mentioned above are served 
by these courses. I am recommending the gradual in- 
troduction of some complete course of this kind, prefer- 
ably in the lower grades first and, as they advance, 
into all grades. The expense would be little since we 
are continually replacing readers under any plan. 

The report of Mrs. Sheehy, our school nurse, is 
printed in this report. Although she has been with us 
but five months we all have complete confidence in her. 
She is working diligently for the individual welfare of 
our pupils. 

Mrs. Poore continues her work with us. Her in- 
struction in music is favorably known in many towns. 
Her genial personality arouses in her pupils a whole- 
hearted response. Her rhythm bands are known as 
the best in their class. It is always a pleasure to visit 
her classes. 
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i wish to thank you, as a board, for your help in 
the duties of my office. Such help is a guarantee of 
the continued success of your schools.
